PRISONERS have been 
making mobile calls from 
their cells - by hiding 
phones in portable stereos. 
Inmates have found a way 
around jail security by stashing 


them inside the plastic bodies of 


expensive ghetto blasters. 

The Prison Service is so worried it 
has warned governors across 
Britain’s jails about the security 
problem. 

An insider said: “Prisoners will do 
anything to have access to the out- 
side world and a mobile is a prized- 
possession. They can call family or 
friends, order drugs or even run a

criminal empire from their cells. 

“Hiding mobiles in portable stereos 
is a new problem. It is very sophisti- 
cated and hard to spot.” 

In one recent find, a prisoner hid 
three mobiles inside a Panasonic RX- 
ES29 portable stereo. The Nokia and 
Motorola phones were charged and 
working - receiving texts and calls. 

The inmate had made small holes 


in the speaker so a red light could 
shine through to alert him to a call. 

Staff at category C Moorland jail in 
South Yorkshire discovered the ruse 
during a routine search. 

Prison officers believe the mobiles 
were smuggled in separately as the 
stereo had been searched already. 


Headache 
The insider added: “Smuggling and 
concealing mobile phones is a growing 
problem and a real security headache. 
“There are hundreds in Britain’s 
prisons and the problem is getting 
worse.” 


The Prison Service recently 
wrote to governors: “Staff 
should be aware of this 
method of concealing 
illicit items.” 

In another incident, at 
Ford open prison in 
West Sussex, officers 
found a mobile charger

battery of an Aiwa CSD 
radio and tape player. 
An insider said: “A 
mobile phone and a 
charger are the new 
drugs in prison.

ONE of life’s biggest mysteries has finally 
been explained — exactly why men hate 
shopping at IKEA. 
A Saturday afternoon spent in the Swedish home 
furnishing store can drive fellas crazy. 
And it's all to do with the maze-like layout which 


leaves them feeling lost — and does not satisfy 
man's hunter-gatherer instincts, still embedded in 
his brain after millions of years of evolution. 


Researchers studying the way people move and 
search for things today found they are still like 
pose societies when men fed their families by 

unting for food. 

Studies of nomads in Namibia and Botswana — 

who did the same until the 1960s — found they 
did not run around at random looking for animals 
to spear. Instead, hunters searched for food in one 


place before travelling long distances to another 
area to begin a new concentrated search. 


Urge ON THE 


And according to Alan Penn, of University College STRAIGHT 
London, that's exactly how we shop for things now. AND ARROW: 
That's why city districts tend to have similar But the floor 
stores. In London, electrical shops cluster on signs in IKEA 
Tottenham Court Road, jewellers stick to Hatton stores leave 
Cross and suitmakers still favour Saville Row. He blokes feeling 
told New Scientist magazine: “Shops that are totally lost 
similar tend to group together. This means 
they compete but also attract the crowds.” 
So men feel lost in IKEA, where their 
hunting instinct is foiled because giant 
arrows on the floor are telling them which 
way to go. 
The study also found punters splurge 
on items near the check-out as a 
reward for getting through the store. 
But there is a trick to escape. IKEA has 
"hidden" cut-through routes behind the 
normal direction of travel. Mr Penn added:
